WATER  SUPPLY. 


Although  there  have  been  no  major  changes  in  the 
water  supplies  serving  your  area  in  the  year  under  review,  a 
numbei  of  smaller  schemes  have  been  completed  and  numerous 
others  are  in  various  stages  of  development. 


The  Pantllyn  and  Temple  Bar  Water  Extension  and 
the  Rhandinmvyn  Water  Supply  Schemes  were  completed. 

In  order  to  augment  the  Nantgaredig  Supply,  a stream 
has  been  diverted  to  the  collecting  tank  where  chlorination  is 
carried  out  prior  to  distribution. 

A 3in.  main  has  been  laid  to  serve  the  proposed  Council 
Houses  at  Ashfield  Row,  Llansadwrn. 

In  order  to  improve  the  supply  to  houses  in  the  higher 
parts  of  Ystradowen,  an  overhead  tank  has  been  built  and 
sited  in  the  Woodlands  Area. 


Llandilo  Urban  District  Council  have  stated  that  they 
are  unable  to  allow  any  further  tappings  from  their  mains  in 
the  Ffairfach  and  Cefntiresgob  areas,  until  such  time  as  the 
supply  position  to  the  upper  part  of  Llandilo  town  has  been 
improved. 

The  employment  of  a water  caretaker  for  the  North  and 
Llandovery  Districts  has  resulted  in  much  improved  water 
supplies  throughout  this  area.  Immediately  an  adverse  bacter- 
iological report  on  a public  supply  is  received  from  the  anal- 
yst, a copy  of  such  report  is  passed  to  your  Engineer  and 
Surveyor,  who  arranges  for  an  immediate  investigation,  after 
which,  instructions  are  given  to  the  water  caretaker  to  carry 
out  whatever  works  are  deemed  necessary  to  obviate  the  poll- 
ution. Such  pollution  has  not  been  of  a serious  character, 
and  when  occurring  is  invariably  found  to  be  due  to  animal 
contaminated  ground-water  gaining  access  to  the  supply. 

The  water  supplies  in  the  South  Districts  likewise  con- 
tinue to  be  carefully  supervised  and  samples  for  bacteriological 
examination  are  collected  from  all  public  supplies  at  monthly 
intervals.

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 


BETTWS  PARISH  : 

A scheme  for  the  sewering  of  the  lower  ward  was 
completed  during  the  year  and  this  serves  all  except  the  most 
isolated  dwellings  in  this  area.  Fifty  per  cent,  of  the  proper- 
ties within  the  scheme  were  connected  to  the  sewer  by  the 
end  of  the  year. 


An  additional  scheme  for  the  sewering  of  the  Glynmoch 
area  in  the  upper  ward,  has  been  prepared  and  work  of  con- 
struction will  commence  in  the  new  year. 


QUARTER  BACH  PARISH 

The  existing  sewers  in  Ystradowen  have  been  con- 
nected to  the  trunk  sewers  of  Pontardawe  and  Ystradgynlais 
Rural  District  Councils.  A large  proportion  of  the  properties 
within  this  scheme  have  now  been  connected  to  the  sewer. 


LLANDEBIE  PARISH 

The  inquiry  in  connection  with  the  Cwmgwili  Scheme 
has  been  held  and  it  is  anticipated  that  the  constructional  work 
will  be  commenced  in  1951. 


CONSERVANCY  SYSTEMS  .— 

Action  continues  to  be  taken  for  the  conversion  of  con- 
servancy systems  into  water  carriage  systems.  During  the 
year,  19  premises  were  provided  with  water  closets  to  replace 

nail  olncofo  “ 
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PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

Refuse  collection  and  disposal  is  now  being  carried  out 
entirely  by  direct  labour.  A low  loader  refuse  collecting  lorry, 
similar  to  the  one  already  operating  in  the  South  Sanitary  Dis- 
trict, has  been  operating  in  the  Llandilo  North  and  Llandovery 
Districts  for  the  greater  part  of  the  year.  This,  it  is  hoped, 
will  mean  the  disappearance  of  many  unsightly,  uncontrolled, 
and  unhygienic  refuse  dumps,  which  have  been  an  unfortunate 
feature  of  our  countryside  for  such  a long  time. 

The  Council’s  controlled  dump  at  Penygroes,  an  exten- 
sive and  deep  disused  quarry,  is  now  almost  completely  filled 
and  is  unlikely  to  last  for  tipping  purposes  beyond  1951. 
When  the  last  load  of  refuse  has  been  deposited  and  spread 
on  this  site,  and  the  final  layer  of  covering  soil  administered, 
not  only  will  the  Council  have  removed  a very  real  danger  to 
the  public,  but  at  the  same  ttiime  they  will  have  provided  for  the 
village,  a neat  and  useful  site  which  can  be  put  to  good  pur- 
pose. 


At  Cefnbrynbrain,  the  land  so  far  reclaimed,  is  already 
being  put  into  good  use  by  the  local  cricket  team. 


In  both  the  above  instances,  credit  is  due  to  your  Engineer 
and  Surveyor.  His  choice  of  sites  and  subsequent  development 
have  brought  credit  to  the  Council. 

That  this  extremely  important  Sanitary  Service  be  fur- 
ther improved,  it  is  again  recommended  that  the  Council  con- 
sider the  question  of  the  provision  of  regulation  dustbins  to 
all  householders. 
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RODENT  CONTROL. 

On  31st  March,  1950,  new  legislation  came  into  force  in 
the  form  of  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949. 

This  Act  places  numerous  important  obligations  upon 
local  authorities  and  stresses  the  high  place  that  Rodent  Con- 
trol should  hold  alongside  other  public  health  services. 

All  parts  of  your  area  have  been  surveyed  and  treated 
where  infestations  were  discovered  or  reported,  and  in  all, 
approximately  458  inspections  were  carried  out  during  the  year, 
and  subsequent  operations  resulted  in  the  destruction  of  thou- 
sands of  rats.  This  was  no  mean  achievement,  in  as  much  as, 
in  addition  to  reducing  wastage  of  food,  and  structural  dam- 
age, this  wholesale  slaughter  has  meant  a wholehearted  en- 
deavour to  prevent  the  spread  of  those  diseases  which  may  be 
carried  by  rats-diseases  which  can  well  prove  fatal  to  human 
beings.

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MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 

MEAT. 

^ our1  Sanitary  Inspectors  are  now  detailed  to  carry  out 
the  inspection  of  meat  slaughtered  at  the  Llandilo  Urban  Dis- 
trict Council  s abattoir  in  any  case  of  emergency  for  a period 
not  exceeding  two  days  a week.  This  is  regarded  as  an  ex- 
cellent arrangement,  as  it  is  essential  that  all  carcases  and 
organs  should  be  examined  prior  to  distribution. 

MILK. 

On  the  1st  October,  1949,  the  following  new  Regulations 
came  into  force,  viz  : — 

(1)  The  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations,  1949. 

(2)  The  Milk  (Special  Designation)  (Raw  Milk)  Reg- 

ulations, 1949. 

(3)  The  Milk  (Special  Designation)  (Pasteurised  and 

Sterilised)  Regulations,  1949. 

The  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  now  become 
responsible  for  the  registration  of  dairy  farms.  Local  Auth- 
orities, however,  retain  responsibility  for  all  those  provisions 
which  apply  outside  dairy  farms  and  for  the  registration  of 
dairies  which  are  not  dairy  farms,  and  of  dairymen  who  are 
not  dairy  farmers. 

Steps  are  now  being  taken  by  your  officers  to  ensure 
that  every  dairyman  distributing  milk  within  your  area  is  reg- 
istered. Routine  inspections  of  Dairies  are  being  made  and  all 
distributors  are  being  informed  in  writing,  of  their  obligations 
under  the  above-named  Regulations. 

ICE  CREAM. 

27  Premises  are  now  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice 
cream  within  your  area.  Of  these,  six  are  registered  for  the 
purpose  of  manufacture  and  sale  by  the  hot  mix  method;  one 
for  the  manufacture  and  sale  by  the  cold  mix  method;  and  the 
remainder  for  sale  of  ice  cream  only. 

On  no  occasion  throughout  the  year,  has  it  been  nec- 
essaxy  to  report  advei’sely  on  any  of  these  premises.  Good 
work  has  been  done  by  your  officers  in  preparing  summaries, 
interpretations  and  notes  on  the  legislation  relating  to  this 
subject  and  circulating  them  to  all  occupiers  oT  registered 
premises.  This  undoubtedly,  has  done  much  to  improve  the 
standard  of  hygiene  in  ice  cream  premises  throughout  the  dis- 
trict.

Legal  proceedings  were  instituted  on  six  occasions  for 
non-compliance  with  Abatement  Notices.  Nuisance  Orders  were 
made  by  the  Court  in  all  these  cases  and  the  required  repairs 
were  thereafter  completed.

On  30th  September  your  first  houses  to  be  erected  by 
direct  labour,  were  officially  opened  at  Cefnbrynbrain  by  your 
chairman.  Despite  adverse  weather  conditions  which  continued 
almost  unceasingly'  from  the  day  the  foundations  were  cut,  your 
direct  labour  team  completed  these  houses  in  little  over  twelve 
months — a most  creditable  achievement.  In  our  last  Annual 
Report  we  mentioned  this  new  venture  in  very  cautious  terms. 
Now,  however,  the  newly  set  up  organisation  has  proved  its 
ability  and  worth  and  it  is  now  anticipated  that  it  will  grow 
from  strength  to  strength  and  provide  the  Council  with  many 
more  new  houses  which  are  desperately  needed  throughout 
the  area.

It  will  be  noted  that  despite  the  steady  flow  of  new 
Council  Houses  during  the  past  three  years,  the  number  of 
applicants  has  increased. 

The  Nissen  Huts  at  Parc  Glas  continue  to  serve  a use- 
ful purpose.
